S:^T'I0N  C - SANITARY  CIRCUI.-STANCES  OE  THE  AREi^. 

1,  (i)  WATER . The  Town’s  supply  is  obtained  from  Wells  in  different 
parts  of  the  district,  and  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  and 
delivered  by  cast  iron  mains  to  the  Town.  All  supplies  are  constant, 

C^iPEL  SUL  SUPPLY.  This  yields  a minimum  supply  of  about  30,000  gallons 
per  £4  hours, 

MIL LAN PS  SUPPLY.  During  tho  summer  months  this  supply  is  used  to  augment 
the  Capel  Sul  Supply.  During  the  year  1948  the  pumps  wore  used  for  1833 
hours  as  compared  with  1541  hours  in  1947, 

CixS-CEEN  SUPPLY.  V/ith  the  aid  of  hydraulic  rams  this  supply  gives  a 
minimum  flow  of  8,000  gallons  per  24  hours,  Impr ovemc;nts  of  this  supply 
are  under  consideration, 

MAESGV;ENLLI...N  SUPPLY . This  is  from  6.00J}  seated  springs  tapped  in  a 
disused  Silver  Mine  Adit  Lovol,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  about 
25,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  There  is  storage  for  10,000  gallons, 

CHLORINATION  OF  SUPPLIES.  The  three  supplies  are  constantly  chlorinated 
and  chlorination  tests  of  the  water  are  taken  weekly, 

CONSUbIPTION  OE  WAToR,  The  estimated  consumption  of  water  for  the  year 
wa  s : - 

Domestic  consumption 23,88  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

Industrial  consumption 2,24  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

Total  consuraption 26,12  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

The  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  15  samples 
of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Examinations  are  made  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Carmarthen,  Two  examinations  vvcre  made  of  raw  water,  Tho  waters  are  not 
liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action  on  lead. 

All  houses  have  direct  supplies  except  102  which  are  supplied  from 
’Wells  and  standpipes.  The  population  supplied  by  standpipes  and  Wells 
is  350  which  11.94fo.

It 
has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  schools  on  account  of  any  epidemic 
as  suggested  in  a memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School  1927 
the  powers  to  exclude  andy  individual  children  and  contacts  is  used  to 
the  best  advantage,
